Is More Important Than 
Party Success

Tbare has beso lo stesdy a growth throogh- 
oat the state in th* tflOtlmeDt for a change in 
the tax system of Kt-ntucky that sooner or later 
tbe change Bost come. The modification io- 
volvaa an asiaadMBt to the Coutitotion. Tha 
demand was so nrgsot at th* lut session of the 
LfK'xIatare that the Senate tpproved by a vote 
of 31 to o 8uch an amt'njment. The Hoase 
failed to reach a vote, bat tbe subject is not 
dead, and from time to time tha sgitatioa will 
make itself felt and altimatelj a new systen 
will be provided. Men of all walks of life and 
dwellers in all lectlons of tbe state wbo have 
Kiv«n the mattsr thonght are impalisat for a 
ditfereat plaa. The feeling wss Baaifasted at 
thp State Developm(>nt Convention last fall, 
wbon a commission was appointed to lay tbe 
cause before tbe Legislature. State Senator 
Cammack, after gathering together revenne 
laws and flnaneisl roports|of nearly every state 
and Territory, expressed his astonishment to 
find "tbat Kentucky possecsedoDeyf the crudest 
and roost defective revennejayatemaof tbem all" 
and tbat "onr laws relating to ssseesneat of 
property aadcolleetion of taxes areaboBiaable." 
Public opinion moving in this diraetioa BBSt in 
the I'nd prodncelreialta. 

A carefully prepared and illuminating paper 
on the alMmportaat subject has been received 
by The Coorier-JonmslCfrom Hr. William A. 
Robinson, who has devoted years to the study 
of tbe defects of our system. Turning to tbe 
ceasos statistics, ha Sads that, notwithstanding 
Kentacky's boundloss mineral and sgricnitnral 
resonrees and splendid advantsges ai a produc- 
ing community and'mtrket, the^state is Isgi^inK 
behind states far less richly equipped. He gives 
tbe figures aad pereeatagee, but tke statement 
of the fact is snffieleot for tbe present article. 
Someibiag, then^must |be the matter. That 
matter be diacovers^in common with others, to 
be the faulty and oppreesive tax system prevail- 
ing ia tha stata.:^'<Ws|ariB<irsetly dapeadeat," 
writes he, "for development npon an abundant 
supply of available local capital, and this we 
limit or repel by taxation infmost of onr Ken- 
tacky cities at a rate aearly equal to the pro- 
Tsfliuff rate of iatarest earaed by capital in tha 
great financial renters in the East, whence we 
must draw our^ocreased|supply of money." Io 
Jeiferson coanty,|tbe most populous of tha state, 
the eouaty tax is 31 cents and stale tax GO eaala 
OB $100 ofproperty. The largeateltr it la tUi 
sse aty .

which aggregates $2 Cl.onevery ?100 of prop- 
erty. Tbe same triple system of makin); a rate 
is in vogue in every other city of tbe state. 
Moreover, industrial oorporations pay to the 
state an annual "privilege" tax of 30 cents per 
fl.iKXIof capital employed; nonintere.<t bear- 
>ng depcsits of cash io bank pay the triple rate 
on every $1(X): no deduction is permitted farm- 
ers, msnnfacturers or anyone else for indebted- 
Baas.snoh as mortgsge notes, but all are taxed 
npon the valuation of gross useta, and Ken- 
tucky citisens are taxed by Kentacky on prop- 
erty held by them in other states. 

Mr. BobiBsoB,afterexaminiDg tbe systems of 
other states, llads a anmber preferable to ours. 
He thinks Peaasylvaaia's the best. These be 
presents as its principal feataree: 

No general property tax "at uniform rates." 

All property is classified, and within that 
claas, tax is uniform, and no class is taxed more 
than ouee, state, oouatiea aad eitiee deriving 
revenue from different elassee. 

Slate imposee ao tax whatever oa farm lands 
or oity real estate, but derivee revenue from 
public eorporalions, personalty — all bonds, se- 
eurities, eto. — lieenses, mereantile, Banks, etc.

Cities receive back from the state a certain 
portion of lieenae taxes collected in tbat city.

"It baa been very 
generally concluded by outsiders," writee the 
Auditor, "that s state with afuaded debt wholly 
provided for, with a balance of $10,000,000 
and over in its treasury, appropriating $G,(XX),- 
000 annually to its schools, building a $4,000,- 
000 oapital sad giving $3,000,000 to iU chari- 
table and benevolsBt iBStltntions. must have a 
system of taxation worth imitutin>; " He adds 
tbat Pennsylvania "has much to be proud of in 
this respect and nothing to blnsb for."

"Plainly, by lack of proper, e()uitable and 
fair adjustment of rates on different clssses, 
we fail to obtain full assasament values. Movable 
property and capital an driven ont and repelled 
if seeking location here. We get leu actual 
revenue; we depreciate values of property. 
Por the sake of s theory, we ignore conditions. 

' ' We attempt to tax movable property rieldiag 
small aad abMlutaly limited iaeoate, aad no op- 
portuaitj for iaereased valao, aad receiving ao 
direct boBoltsby expoBditanof pabiio revoauo, 
for public improvements, at preoisely tka same 
rate u other property having sonw or all of 
theee advaBtagos, as iavestmsats. 

"We tax all property uuiforaly, oa hasia 
valnes, without eonsideratioa ia detarmiaiag 
faimees in rau, the income which it yields. 
Tbia to such an extent tbat in caaea it confuoataa 
practically tha major portion of tbe incooM, aa 
ia ease in cities of a i% iavsstment." 

There is no ssbjeot mora eloaaly related t» 
the welfare of eaek Kaataaklaa tliaa tkto ob» 
of taxatioa,aBd it sboaldaot bo allowed "to g» 
ta sleep."
